Present Schedules Must : 
be Overhauled 


It te generally recognized that tron 


{And steel are the basic industries of 


‘Canada. Think for a moment of the 
‘great variety of articlea into. whose 
manufacture tron or steel enters, The 
‘following despatch, therefore, to thé 
Globe,” from Sault Ste, ‘Mario giving 
a statement of T.. J. Drummond of the 
Lake Superlor Corporation fs of in- 
terest: 

“In regard to further extens‘ons,~1 
may say that we have had under con: 
sideration certain extensions of our. 
iron and steel plant, but we have de- 
cided to postpone definite action in 
the meantime, pending possible con 
sideration and aetion of the Dominion 
Government in regard to the iron and 
steel tariff, 

“The existing tariff! in fron and 
steel is co torn up by. special dispen- 
sations, exemptions and rebates, that 
the progress of the industry is re- 


tarded, and in many cases made abs: 


solutely impossible, Undtr the exist: 
ing tariff wo are encouraged to manu- 
facture in small lines, giving small 
tonnage, and then discouraged in pro- 
gression into the manufacture of 
heavier sections, which give larger 
tonnage. In other cases indvetries 
are practically bonused to ‘purchase 
their pig iron, merchant steel, ete., 
abroad, and so in one way and an- 

other the industry is hampered, and | 
the tariff is in many cases by these 
exemptions made’ absolutely illogical 
and inconsistent, 

“If the Iron and steel industry is 
to go forward this tariff must be over: 
hauled, and such matters as I have 
referred to must be dealt with in, a 
cammon sense manner, and especially 
fa connection with pig iron, merchant 
mail! products and structural steel. At 
present practically one million tcns of 
jron-and steel are annually being 
brought into the country, and the 
bulk of this tonnage could and should 
be made in Canada. We placed our 
during 
the last session of Parliament, and 
we are hoping that something may 
be done this session, but pending the 
outcome of what consideration the 
Government-is glving to our case, We 
can only mark time, and hope that 
such action will be taken as will war. 
rant us in going ahead with the ex- 
tensions we have in view.”

The first difficulty was the inrush of 
water which would have been certain 
to occur sooner or later. This it was 
proposed to keep under by. pumping, 
caissons being used for the purpose of 
further excavation, while the finished 
portion of the shaft was to be render- 
ed watertight by a jacket of granite 
set in Portland cement. ‘

overthrow of the Government on. the 
franchise question was announced and 
the whole dusiness was thenceforth 
consigned to a well-merited oblivion.

Keen Shortage of Provisions 
at Town of Grouard 
Due to Mild

Edmonton, Alta.. Dec. 26th.— 
Unusually high temperature is 
the principal cause assigned for 
the shortage of provisions at 
Grouard, a town of 1,000 popu- 
lation at the head of Lesser 
Slave Lake, 350 miles north of 
Edmonton. George Harvey; 
manager for the Hudson’s Bay 
company in that district, report- 
ed on arriving here today that 
there is no snow and tlie lake is 
not frozen, making freighting 
an impossible task over the 
government trails. He says 
the people are living chiefly on 
game, which is abundant in the 
district. The stock of flour, 
bacon and other provisions, 
laid in last winter. has become 
exhausted. There is no suffer- 
ing. Freighters are in readi- 
ness in Edmonton, Edson and 
Athabasca. to make trips to the 
north country as soon as’ there 
is snow to cover the roads,
